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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 0 
386 361 Al to Failla. Regarding Claim 1, Failla discloses all of the claimed structure 
of Applicant's invention. Failla' s discloses a surgical clip, capable of the surgical 
"reduction" of fractured facial bones. Failla' s clip has a loop (yellow), rectilinear 
section (2a-pink) connected perpendicularly to second section (2b-blue), and section 
(2b) connected perpendicularly to ending section (2d-orange). Further, Failla' s clip 
has a section (2d) with an end (2e-yellow) slightly bent toward the central loop (3) 
[see Attachment #7]. Failla's loop is elastic, because it must bend when the forceps 
of Figure 10 are used to apply it [see also Column 4, lines 52-56], 

4. Regarding Claim 2, section (2b) of Failla's clip has a groove (2c). A groove is 
considered to be a channel or a bent part of an otherwise straight member. Members 
2a and 2b meet a groove — part of that groove is contained by member (2a) and part of 
the groove is contained by member (2b).
